217.

GIFTS, PRESENTS, COMPENSATION, REWARDS. Members shall
not solicit or accept any gift, compensation or reward for the
performance of their duties, except with the permission of the Police
Commission. When offered money or gifts for police services (other
than monies received pursuant to section 10 B.1 of the City -
Administrative Code), members who wish to accept the money or gift

. being offered shall submit a written report to their commanding officer.

The report shall include a request for permission to accept the money or

 gifts and include the date the offer was made, the name and address of

the donor and a brief description of the services rendered. Commanding

“officers shall forward these reports through channels to the Police

Commission. The Commission may grant or deny the member
permission to accept all or part of the money or gifts.
